vent the ſpreading of the Infeftion. In this tremendous Providence 
the Lord ſaith to all wanton and [aſcivious perſons, as Abner ſaid 
to Aſabe!, Turn afiae, leſt T ſmite thee to the gronud, If after this 
ſolemn Warning, any ſhall refaſe to torn aſide from the eager pur- 
ſuit of their vile Luſts, they are worthy to be ſmitten, not onely to 
the ground, but even to the bottom of Hell, Wherefore in the 
fear of God, hearken to the Exhortation of the Apoltle, 1 Pet.2. 
11; Dearly beloved, I biſeech you as ſtrangers and pilgrims, abſtain 
from fleſhly Infls, woich War againſt the Soul, With youthful Lults 
het like the Parthi-nr, flying. 2 Tim.2.22. Flee yemthful Lnfts, 
This is an honourable Retreat, and a War-like Stra:agem, Fle4 
Fornication, 1 Cor.6.18. Is it ſate ſtanding near to a deep and nar- 
row Pit? AVVhere is aacctp ditch, aud a france worean is a narrow 
pit, Prov.23.27,28. He that is abhorred of the Lord falls into it, 
Prov.,22.14. He that committeth Aaultery with a Woman, lacketh un- 
aerſtanaing : He that dotth it, deſtreyeth his own Soul, Prov.6.32. 
Adhor Selt-poilution : the holy God detefts aad abhors ic, The 
thing which Onan did, was evilin the Cot of the Lord, and there 
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Whore, and Whoremaſter 1 Know aſfuredly; that ic 19 an impious, 
loarhſome and deceſtable evil in Gods account, very offenſive and 
provoking to the eyes of his glory. This is that ſin which accords 
ing to the opinion of many learnee men,is properly called ze 3e:oie, 
TVncleann'ſs ;, Tam ſureicis atleaſt compretiended under it, Co/.3.5, 
and it brirgs the, wrath of God upon them that praftiſe it,” ver.6. 
who are thought to þe thoſe whom the Apoſtle calls :panxor, ſoft, 
or :f :2:inate, and they have no inheritance in the Kingdome of God, 
1Cor.6.9, Deteſt and abominate the ſin of Sodemy. The Law of 
God is made for the Condemnation of ſuch as abuſe ebemſclves

How 
canſt thou rake pleaſure in that, which is ſo diſpleaſing and offenſive 
eo thy Maker and Saviour ? Gen.39.9. How can I do this | Wic- 
hedne(s, and fin againſt God? Shall that be delightful and pleaſure- 
ablero thee, which is bateful and loatbſome tothe heart of God > 
This pleaſure is ſhort, it lafteth but for a ſeaſon, but it will be bic- 
terneſsintheend. Prev.5.3, 4,5. The lips of a range Woman arep 
as an hanty-comb, and her menth is ſmoother then oy! : but her end i;

Job 31.4, Hws tyes are upon the wajes of man, and 
he (eeth all his geiags, Job 34.21, T he wayes of man are before the eyes 
of the Lord, and he pond:reth all his goings, Prov.5.21. The more 
ſecret thy wickedneſs is, the more God looks npon it with abhor- 
rence. 2 Kings 17.9. The chilaren of Iſrael did (eeretly theſe thingg 
that were not right againſt the Lord their God, Thoſe ſins which men 
commit in ſecret, make light of, forger, and caſt dehinde their backs, 
thoſe the eye of God is alwayes upon, they ſtand'before his face, he 
cannot look off from them, they ſtand in the light of his countee 
nance.

Job 31.3, 
T his ye know, that no Whoremonger, nor unclean perſon, hath any inhe- 
ritance in the Kingdome of Chriſt and of God, Epheſ.5.5. The Lord 
knoweth how to plague you ; be watcheth a fit ſeaſon to be avenged 
On you : The longer he defers, the greater wrath ſhall be poured 
outatlaſt, 2 Per.2.9,10, The Lord knoweth how to.riſcrwe the 1 njuſt 
wnto the day of Fudgement to be prniſved, but chiefly them that walk 
after the fleſh, in the luſt of uncleanns(s. 

Be not deceived with the hope of fature Repentance, No fin har- 
dens the heart more then the {in of Urcleann'ſr, It Rupifies and in» 
fatoates, and makes reprobate to every good work, Ho/.4.11, Tit, 
1.16. Impudent and impenitent ſinners are ſaid to have a Whores 
{orchead, Jer.z.3. They are not aſhamed, neither can thy bluſh, Jer. 
6:15. Thereare very few unclean perſons that ever (avingly rc- 
pent and turn to God : Prov.2.19. None that go mnto hergreturn again, © 
neither take they hold of the paths of hee. 
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If we would be preſerved from the (in of Uncleannſs, we mult 
take heed'and beware of theinlers, occafions, incentives and provo- 
cations thereunto., 

1. Beware of Pride : This was one of the fins of Sodom, and it 
is a prircipal root of the ſin of UVycleanneſs, For Pride makes 
men dr{piſe the Commandment of God, and preſumptuouſly parley 
wich temptations,” and expoſe themſelves to ſnares. 2 $4am.12.9. 
Wherefore haſt thor dciſed the Commandment of the Lord, to ds evil in 
hs fight ? Pride makes men haughty, ſcornful, ſo as to caſt off In- 
ſtrudtions, Counſcls, Admonitions, which might reſtrain them frem 
ſuch wickedneſs, Ger.19.9. Stand back, &c, Pride makes men de- 
ſpiſe the Ordinance of Marriage, the remedy which God hath pro- 
vided for the quenching of ſuch boyling and barning luſts, Pride 
breeds Jars and Breaches b:zuween married perſons, ſo 2s to take 
no "complacency or delight in each other , hence they thirſt afrer 
ſtollen waters. Prideis the obje&t of Gods ſpecial hatred and ab- 
horrency : Prov.16.5, Every one that is proud in heart, is an abomi- 
nation tothe Lord, Pride provokes the Lord ro withdraw his grace 
a:d Spirit, and plunge them into this filthy paddle. God" veſe/terh the 
prond, Jam.

2. Beware of Faln/s of Bread, i.e. Gluttony and Drunkenneſs, 
This was another of the ſins of Sodom, and it is the very fodder and 
fuell of the lin of Uncleanneſe, Jer.5.7,8. when I had fed thim to 
rhe" fill, then thry committed Aanltery, and aſſembled themſcluts by 
rroops in the hatiots howſes. They were as fed horſes in the morning : 
every-ort mighed after bis neighbours wife.” 2, Pet.2.13,14. Sporting 
them(elurs with their own decervinge, while they feaſt with you , having 
eyes flll of Adnttery, and that cannet ceaſe from ſin. The unclean 
Spirit findes no reſt in dry places, in ſober and temperate livers, bur 
loves co wallow in the mire of Riot and ſntemperance. The ſen- 
ſua! and voluptueus Epicere is 2 fit Sty for the unclean Spirir to [odge 
in, Chriſt hath given us ſolemn warring to take heed of Exceſs : 
Lrks 21. 34+ Take hicd to your ſelves, leſt any time your hearts be 
over-charged with ſurfetting, and drunkenneſs, and cares of this life, 
and fo tht dry come wp1n ors «nawares, *Tisa lamentable thing to 
ſee Chriſtrans Belly-cods, P-1.3.18,19. 

3. Beware of S/c:h and J&leneſs, This was another of So4oms 


fins, anditis the Narſe and Folterer of vile luſts, Stow b:/(irs are 
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uſually evil beaſts, Tit.t.12, When men are fluggiſh and Nloehful 
in the work which God calls chem nnto, the Devil will fer them as» 
bout bis drudgery. The ſtanding waters putrifie, 'and grow Cor» 
rupt and noifome, The uniilled ground is ſoon overgrown with 
ſtinking Weeds, The beginning of Davids fall, was his fluth : Hg 
gave bimfelf to carnal caſe and reſt, rolling himſe'f upon bis bed, - 
when he ſhould have been in the Field, fighting the Battels of the 
Lord, thereupon Satan aſſanlced him, and tempted him to unclean» 
neſs, 2 $47.11. 1,2,3. Of Idleneſs cometh no good. Lazineſs 
breeds Lewdoeſs, No baſireſs, debauchiry, By doing nothing, 
men learnto doevil, While the Oylter opens its ſhell ro the Sun, 
the Crab thruſteth in its Claws, and deyonreth the Oylter, Idle 
ard (lothful perſons are eaſily made & prey by Satan, Otia fo tollar 
or If you would eſcapethe darts of Luſt, avoid Idleneſs and 
Sloth, 

4. Beware of Diſobediexce to Parents and Maſters in Families, 
ard of caſting off the Yoke of Gavernment, which would check 
and reftrain the Enormities of Youth, The youwger Son, who world 
have his portion, and live at his own hand, grew riotous, debauch- 
ed, devoured his ſubſtance with Harlots, Zeke 15. 12, 30. The 
Sons of ZF!; were Sons of Belia/, they calt off the yoke of gover a» 
ment, and ſoon became Glurtons and Adulterers. 

5. Beware of evil Compazy, the ſociety of vicious and laſcivious 
perſyns. A little Lexyen leaveneth the whole lump. A Companion 
of fools ſhall be arflroyed, Prov.13.20. He that xs a Companion of 
riotom men, ſhameth his father , Prov.28.7, Wilc-hearted 7oſep 
feeth his Miſtreſſes company , h: would not ſo mach as be with hee 
aloneinthe room, *Tis dangerous bringing our Corruptions and 
Temptations to an inter view, Dinsh Gut of curiolity goes abroad 

into the Cicy, to ſee the daughters of the Land, co obſerve their 
Perſons, Habits, Faſhions and Behaviour, but ſhe is more curioully 
viewed, and is taken and defloured, Gi#.34.1,2, Ire tailing, 
and talking, and feaſting with a company of lewd women, broughg 
more miſchief wp-n them, then all the Hoſt of Meas and Alidian, 
yea, then all the Enchaatments of Balazm couly Co, Nams.25.1,2,3, 
& 31.16. One root of bitterneſs may defi'e many, - The itrange 
woman increaferhtranſgreſſors among men, Prov.23.28. 

6. Beware of [rreligion and Profaneneſs, Jſrecl would not hear- 
ken to Gods voice, nor be content with the Lord alone for their 
Portion ;, 
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Portion, therefore he gave them over to theic own hearts luſts : 
P/:1.81.11,12. The Gentiles /:he4 wor to r(t4in God in knowledge, bur 
grew vain in their imaginations, repreſenting the rae God by [mages 
of Men and Beaſts, wherefore God gave them over to vile offeftions, 
anito aminde void of judgement, ſo that they ran mad into Sodomi- 
tica!l wickedneſs, Rem.1. 18,21,24,58, If men grieve away the 
holy Spiric of God, it is jult with God to ler looſe the unclean Spirir, 
and give him a Commiſſion to haunt them. A profane perſon may 
eaſily become a Fornicator, Heb.12,16, He that deſpiſeth the holy 
Ordinances and Spiri:ual Priviledges, preferring the ſatisf-Rion of 
his ſenſual Appetize, above Goſpel-mercies, may eaſily fall into the 
fin of Uncleanneſs, The children of diſobedicnee , who cannor be 
perſwaded to embrace the Goſpel, and yield up themſelves in pro- 
feſſed ſubjetion to Chrift, they are uſually addicted to vile laits, 
Col.3.5,6. Eph.5.5,6. 

Secondly, Let the fear and dread of God move and provoke ſuch 
as are guilcy of the ſin of Unc/eanneſs, timouſly to Repent, and turn 
to God, leſt they alſo periſh. Luke 13. 3.9, Except ye repent, ye 
foal all likewiſe prriſh, 1f God hath not ſpared this lewd Youth, 
but made him an Example, how hall he ſpare thee, who artan old 
praQtitigner in Sodomirical wickedneſs * Do not linger nor defer 
thy Repentance, but haſten out of Sedow, and flee tothe Moun» 
tains, leſt thou be conſumed in this iniquity. Call to minde all thy 
former lewdneſs, thine unclean Speculations, vile affections, un- 
chaſte deſires, filthy jeſtings, diſhoneſt and vicious peaQtiſes, and 
lament and bewail them with bitterneſs ard anguiſh of Soul, Sels- 
mon having applied his heare wiſely to finde our his own wickedneſs, 
madneſs and tolly, crieth our, 1 finde more bitier then death, the Wo- 
wan, whoſe heart i ſnares and nets, and her hands a bands, FEcclef, 
7.26, Is the heart of the holy God broken with thy whoriſh hearr, 
and ſhall not thy whoriſh heart be broken? The onely Sacrifice 
which God requires of thee, is a broken and contrize heart: none 
other will he accept at thine hand, P/al.5 1.17, Imitable is the Ex- 
ample of that woman, in L«ke 7. who had been infamons for Un- 
cleanneſs, and became famous for Repentance. Sbe ſtood at 7eſi 
feer behinde him weeping, and began to waſh bus feet with tears, and 
did veipe them with the hairs of her head, and kiſſed his feot, and an- 
ointed them with the Ointment, ver.z8. She findes more bitterneſs 
in her laſcivious Courſes, then ever ſhe found ſweetneſs, Her 
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.eyes had been formerly full of Adultery, now are they filled wich 
the ſalt Tears of Repentance, Her hair ſhe was wont to plain, and 
adorn her ſelf therewith to pleaſe ber Paramours, but now ſhe 
makes it a Towel to wipe the feet of Chriſt, Her lips which ſhe 
formerly uſed to unclean and whoriſh kiſſes, ſhe now applies to 
Chriits feet, Her choice and precious Ointment, ſuch as formerly 
ſhe anointed ber ſelf and her bed wicthall for her Lovers, ſhe pours 
out upon the feer of the Lord Jeſus, Lament and bewailthe filkhs 
neſs of thy Heart and Natwre, which is the Spring and Fountain, 
whence all the ſtreams of Uzcleanneſs flow. Pſal.y 1.5. Bebeld, 7 
was ſhapen in iniquity: and in fin did my mather concesve me, Cry 
unto the Lord to purge and cleanſe thee from the guils and filth of 
thy ſin.
